A Yale grad- 
uate named Osborn—

*80”—was quoted, in the 
New York Jierald of No- 
vember 27, as expressing 
Yale sentiment in a lot of 
ill-advised remarks to the 
effect that Harvard had 
put upon Yale ‘‘a delib- 
erate insult which de- 


mands an explanation,” 
and that John Harvard 
owed Eli Yale an apology. 


Of all preposterous no- 
tions, this seems the most 
strange. LIFE learns from 
a source that ought to be 
trustworthy that the re- 
linquishment of the ‘*H’s”
